Tha republicans of Nebraska have
given an unqualified and enthusiastic
endorsement of 1*residont Harrieon for
renondfinntion.  The state convention
hae not only etidorepd Harrison and
instructed  the delegates-ut-lnrge (o
glve him their unwavering support, but
the convention exacled a peorsonal
pledga from ench ol the delegntes o
carry out these instructions,

The practical unanimity with which
the convention expressed ita approval
of President Harvrison's administeation
and itz desire 1o make him the standurd
bonror in the impending campnign is a

‘siriking prool of liis popularity in Ne-

braskn. Never before hns Ltho convens
tion of n political party in this sinte
boen a0 noarly unanimous for a prosi
dentinl candidate ns was the convention
nt Koarnoy, and the harmony in the
party which was thus shown is the bost
possible nugury of success in Novaember.
It dempnateated that tho republicans of
Nebruska are fully satisfied with the
vonduet and policy of tha administra-
tion, that as to the presidontial eandi-
date and  cutional issues theore nra no
fuetional dilferences, and the effect will
bo to hold the party together and

THE GRAIN DEPARTMENT.

A member of the State Board of Trans-
portation exprosses the opinion that it
is not possibla for trouble to ocome
beenuso the grain inspection dopart-

ments  may: not bo self-sustaining.
o eltes the warchouse law, whore-
in it ds  provided that there shall

be no saliry to cmployes engaged in
welghing or luspecting grain unless the
fees of tho ofMeo pay the same.  Tho ox-
voss of foes, if any, is turaed into the
state tronsury, but o shortage in fees
meroly depreives the employes of the
amount not ecollected, e doos not ap-
prohiond that there is any dangor of a
dotl¢ieney bill being presented.

The gantlemun is corract onough so
far as ho goes. Tho law isexpocted to
sustain itsell, and the stute employes
angagold under its provisions ave paid in
fees unless the amounts collected excaed
the sularies specitied,  The trouble is
not avoided, howaever, by this fnet. The
weigphmastora and thowr chief are not
expacting to work for nothing. I they
muintain their establishment thay will
undoubtedly presentaclnim to the legis-
lature for any deficiency which may
occeur betweon the salaries specitied in
the bill and the aggregate of the fees
collectad. The Staw Boonrd of T'ranspor-
tntion muay not approve the claims or
may even antagonizo thom.  Nevertho-
loss somo  friendly legisintor will boe
found willing 1o ndvoente their cause,
and thas bring the motter before the
legis!ature.

[t is horo that the danger lies. The
warshouse law is by no moans porfect.
Its friends hopo for important amoend-
ments in the next legislature. Thoy do
not care to bo confronted nt the ouotsot
by o deficiency which hag grown ont of
the exteavagunes of officors appointed
by the Bonrd of Transportation to ad
minister tho law. T'he weighing de-
partment as it is now running will fall
bohind inevitably. T'he fees during the
coming dull season will searcely pay the
salury of a single employe and thero
will not be work for more than one man,
It is not necessary to absorb all tha feos
of the offlee. FPerhaps by economy a
smull sum can bo turnoed inty tho treas-
ury to the credit of tho Inw, and this
would nssist Its friends in securing fa-
vorable econsideration for any amend-
ments propesed. The stato bonrd should
not rest on the theory that if the weigh-
master and his employes do not colleot
anough _to pay thom ordinary wages
they must go without remuparation.

THE ALLIANCE IN THE SOUTH,

A coungil of the presidents and execu-
tive committoes of state allinnees in the
south is to be held at Biemingham, Ala,,
next weak., The stivring eall for this
moeoting suggests that these organiza-
tions wre in peril, It declores that vhis
is the most eritical poriod in the history
of the order. "The pelitical contest, it
is stated, threatons the destruction of
the ordor, and unless thero Is concort of
action this must bo tho rvesuit.  *The
emergency I8 gront,” rouds the eall,
fand the necessity for full and free
council by all executive olficurs is groatar
than at any time in the history of tho
movement.,”  The obyvious inferonce
from this“earnest appeal is that the aili-
anco Lo the south is on tho verge of dis-
solution und that an oxtraordingry effort
is necessary o save it from going to
ploces

The simple explanation is that the
members of the southearn  alllance,
nenrly w1 of whom have boeen lifelong
domoorats, wre manifesting o puepose
to ranounce the new peiitical movemont
into which the leadors have sought w
draw thom and to rosume active rela-
tions with the old purty. This is what
is moant by the statemant that *the po-
Htieal contost throatens the destruction
of the ordor.” The democratic londers
in the south, who had besomos nlacmaod
ub the designs of the alliance loaders,
which threatened to seriously impade
their power and relegnte some of them
to political obsourity, with the possibil-
ity of mnking a breach in tho solid
sonth, have been doing a great desl of
quiot but etffective work smong the rank
und file of the allisnee membership,

Evidently thoy have boeen uble to cons
vines o very large number that they
have far more o expoct from the demo-
cratic party than from o thied political
ovgunlzation, and it Is conceivable thut
this was pota difficult task when old
politieal afilibtion and sectional fesling
wore earnestly appealed to, The very
large wajority of southern nlliance rem-
bers are domoerats lirst, and while they
wore inducod to make war oo their old
party with a view to yemedying local
grievanves, when o national campaign
vonfronts tham their voles gre at the
command of the democracy.

Undoubtedly this will ba found o be

the south with tha design olgiving en-
couragement to the movament in tho
ndrth, but duo onre will be taken that it
shall do the democracy no harm at the
bnllot box. How much the eall for the
Birmingham council reprosetits a renl
gonse of danger to the order il ix impos-
to aay. It ia certainly serious
enough in spirit and language, Bul at
nny rnte it will probably neoamplish
little of importance.
nllisnce is disintegrating from the re-
turn of it members to setive partieipn-
tion in democratie politles the procoss
will not stop, because the movement is
prompted by the atrongest of motives,
the desire to keop the south solid for the
demoeracy.  Moantime whatever infli-
onca tho southeen allinnes lendors onn
oxort to keap allve the third parly
movement in the republivan states of
the morth wiil not be withheld. TItis
quite possible, however, that thoy will
discover that membars of the alllance in
the north who hava hitherto acted with
the republican party nrae not disposed to
act as catspuws w the democraey.

THREAT OF THE SILVER MEN.

The convention of the Colorado Freo
Silver lengue adopted o platform which
foreshndows the probable action of the
nationnl convention of free silver advo-
entod, to be held next month, &0 far s
tho relations of these people to the old
politioal pariies are concarncd. Ono of
the resolutions dectnres that if tho Min-
noapolis and Chiengo conventions fuil to
nominnte as candidates for prosident
anda vice prosidont wen with pronounced
views na to the free and unlimited coin-
ago of silver, and upon n platlorm
pledged to that end, it wili becomo the
duty of those who favor that policy 1o
support for president and vice president
only eandidater of such party as prom-
isos the speadiest reinstatement of silvor
ns tho money of the nation on an equal-
ity with gold.

It 1s absolutely certain thut the Min-
nedpolis convention will not in its eandi-
dato or its platform show any faver to
the free colnnge of silver, [t cnnnot ba
predicted with any degreo of cortainty
what the Chicago convention will do.
The expressions on this question of the
democerntic state conventions so far held
show great confusion of views on the
subjoct, and it is certain to ba thogource
of u hard fight in the national conven-
tion. DBut it is not at all probable that
the eandidato or the platform of the
democraey will distinetly favor free sil-
ver, The threat of the silver men will
have no influencoe ab Minneapolls and it
is not likely to have much at Chicago.

There remuins the third parvy, which,
if it nominates & candidmo for presi-
dent, will select o man who favors (vee
silver coinage and muke a plntform that
ho enu stand upon.  This Is the only
hope of the silvar people of Colorado,
who proclaim their readiness to desery
the old parties if they do not accord
them their demand nnd give thele sup-
port to the now political movemoent with
all its inancinl absurdities and fantastic
ceonomic vagaries,  he promise may
prove an incentive wo the promoters of
the third party to put o presidential
ticket in tho field, although the move-
ment hns been growing weaker of late
and there are evidences ol rapid disin-
togration.

How far the Colorado sontiment ex-
tends will ho mada apparont by, the
action of the nutional silver convention
which meots # month henece, but it will
not be surprising if that body repents
the threat of the Colorado convention,
In that event the country will got a full
and falr understanding of the extent to
which the advoeates of free silver coin-
ago are propared o go in order Lo curry
out their policy. Thoy would subordi-
nate every other question and all other
interests to this, and rather than muake
nny concession they will lend their
countenance and support to doctrines
which, if they should prevail, would re-
duce the Hnuncial and sconomie systoms
of the country to chaos and bring about
general disorder. The recliless despoera-
tion of the silvee moen has had no parnl-
lel in the history of the country, and its
affoct upon the national welfare of the
nation is huartful both at home and
abroad. It keeps alive distrust, which
manifests itsoll In the retiien of Ameori-
cun spcurities and the oexport of pold,
and in the disposition of capital to re-
main on the sufe side by kecping out of
enterprises and  investments  which
would be affectod by a radical change in
our linancial systom. ‘I'he meoance of
froe coinngee is Lthe chinf obstuclo to that
general revival of  prosperity which
ove: y condition fiuvors

Thae diplomatic and consular, bill has
been reported Lo the house.
